The base color is VTEX- 1049 Ultramarine 
Blue. Additional silkscreen colors include HJ 23 Silver and HJ 25 White. Individual names were stamped onto the cover. The binding is Smith 
sewn. The endsheet was designed by the yearbook staff. Endsheet material consists of Fibertext Recycled Stock REO] Crystalline. The color of the 
endsheet is HJO281 Navy. “Who Are We” consists of 272 9” x 12” pages printed on 100 Ib. Bordeaux glossy paper. Pages 1-16 were printed 
in full color. Pages 17-32 were printed in spot color, using Nova 2738 Sapphire and Nova 0676 Plum. All Senior portrait pages were printed in 
full color. All other pages were printed with black ink. 

Burlington Studios of Burlington, MA took all senior and underclass portraits, in addition to Sports team and Activities group shots. Other 
photographs were taken by yearbook staff members or other LHS students. PhotoQuick of Waltham, MAwas used for emergency developing and 
printing. Yearbooks were originally sold for $46. The price was raised to $50 and finally $54 throughout the schoolyear. Yearbooks were shipped 
on May 16, 1998. 

Student Life, Seniors, Underclass, Faculty, Sports, Advertisement and Index pages were produced by staff members on PC compatible 
computers using Adobe PageMaker 6.5. Headlines were made with PageMaker 6.5 or Adobe Photoshop. Fonts used include Arial, Chelsea 
Palatino, Times New Roman, and Univers Medium. 

Dan Myung and Carl Tortola were the Editors-In-Chief forthe yearbook. Karen Mechem is the Yearbook Advisor. John Carrier is the 
Hertf Jones representative. Barbara Hale is the in-plant representative. Herff Jones has printed the Lexington High School Yearbook since 1959. 

Last year’s yearbook, “Just the Right Blend” won first place in the American Scholastic Press Association’s Annual Review and Contest, 
accumulating 920 out of a possible 1000 points. Myung and Tortola were Editors-In-Chief on last year’s yearbook. Some staff members attended 
Herff Jones’s Yearbook East workshop from August 1*to 3%, 1997.
